Oneslmux could hard¬ 
ly have been quite happy and satis¬ 
fied. or he would not have run away 
Although he had become a Christian, 
probably after his flight and hla con¬ 
tact with Paul he might have been 
equally ready to resent Paul's sugges¬ 
tion that he should return to his 
bondage. 

PauK had a very delicate matter to 
deal with from every standpoint Note 
carefully how Paul handled the situa¬ 
tion. First of all observe hla method. 
He might have used authority and the 
method of assertion. Be might.pave 
preached PhUemon a sermon on slav¬ 
ery. and perhaps nave expressed some 
Rcatblng comment upon the lack of 
real Christianity of a professing 
Christian who kept another Christian 
disciple In bondage.

Island the delightful greenne** of our coniferous 
tree*, to sag nothing of our evergreen "heaths " 
from the arbutus to tbe salal apJ the ever- 
r k’^eeh huCkTeberrV nnd our errrgrecn arid Winter 
ferns. Through the multitudinous file* of rain¬ 
drop* and through the . veils of pale mist with 
which they alternate there la always what Enter- 
son calla "the green-haired forest free." Nowhere 
.did, lhe. Winter verrt anry appear with such charm 
and force a* in the magnificent woods I now 
entered Huge cedars and Douglas fjr* towered 
above, and. used as one la tp the sight. I found 
myself again and again compelled io stop and 
gaze upwards at those lofty masses of foliage. 
Hemlocks (of smaller growth, it Is true) shared 
in the wrens, and with what a contribution’ 
Their great, fan-ltke branches encircled them 
from tbe ground up. layer above layer* a* If each 
tree were some nymph of the woods clad In rfflkny 
superimposed kirtle* of green Mingled with tSe 
hemlocks were the young cedars, with their 
charmingly symmetrical branrhlet* drooping 
gracefully from each aide of the pendant branches 
As compared with rach other in greenness, the 
cedars are of a yellower hue I think, indeed that 
the hemlock -1 is the greenest thing In the wood* 
for the Douglas fir tend* more to blueness, and.

The Indiana inhabiting thl* region were * 
amall band of Birinea's numbering round twenty- 
five families With the exception of two brothers 
they hunted north from the Peace River as far 
as the Llsrd. in and along the foothlUa. The 
brothers hunted along Pine River. I thgi* had a 
large tract of territory to myself and any day 
I wished could b»ve started half a doren mooae 

On then return from their annual trip to 
Queanelle my partner* passed the tlme waahlng 
gold on the bars of the Peace, which, after high 
water left a fresh depoais that paid approximately 
_ •— —— each year These bars would pay two. 
four. six. eglht and sometimes as n.ueh sr six¬ 
teen dollars per day. They worked only with the 
old-fashioned rocker and when, after a day or two. 
a bar was worked out. the urn* lost .in resetting 
the equipment did not leave much profit. Had 
It not been for the fur* w* trapped w* could 
not have existed. Flour cost*»A0 a sack, tea 110 
a pound, aalt «1 and other neceesme* in pro- 
portion 

In the Spring of 10«8 we agreed to dUaolve 
partnership and leave the locality We sold out 
to the .^Hudson* Bay Company and separated. 
Cukt and Carey going to Edmonton I had 
promtead the American lur companies with whom 
1 had done business a* a free trader, and aqme of 
whose agents had led me to correspond with 
them, that If I ever turned up kt Sitka, where 
they had important establishments I would pro¬ 
ceed to their headquarters at ’Frisco and run a 
steamer through Bering Straita to the mouth of 
the Mackenzie and as far up the river as l 
could go and there start trading in opposition to 
-as#“Bua«oii*»-B*y-eompany 

Having parted with the old compan y . 1 now 
decided, in order to gain aufflclent knowledge 
of the Mackenzie River country before entering 
upon the new undertaking to go down Peace 
River, thence down the Mackenzie as far as Peel 
River, cross the Rockies to the Yukon and then 
travel down the coast to 8ilka 

As Peace River at the present time Is being 
lauded as a farming country and many settlers 
have already come in. I shall tftgreo# for a mo¬ 
ment to give some description of the district. 
From It* rise beyond the foothills to the mouth 
of the Peace it OrfVf Slave Lake. I know every 
foot of It. _ 

Peace River, after It leaves Uxs R o c kies. Is 
already a large stream, comparing with the 
Saskatchewan at Edmonton, but with more water 
Prom the foot of tbs portage over the canyon 
which X have already descried, the rive r la 
navigable for seven or eight hundred miles to fifty 
miles below Port Vermilion Here a ridge oT 
rock across the stream gives a' fall of seven or 
eight feet. Between this point and Port Smith, 
a stretch o* 330 mile*, there Is nor a single 
impediment to navigation At Fort Smith a num¬ 
ber. of similar ridges span the river, making 
portages necessary at five places, over soma of 
which both boats and cargoes have to be carried 
Prom the first to the last of these rapids le 
about thirteen miles, although the distance be¬ 
tween the modern .steamboat landings is sixteen 
miles, horses and oxen now being employed on 
this stretch of track. 

From the lower rapid 8o the .Arctic Circle the 
r ivers , we wel l aw Great Slava L a ke , are na vlgah la 
for vessels of considerable tonnage, and the Hud¬ 
sons Bay Company for many years have had 
screw steamers running to the mouth of lha 
Mackenzie 

The agricultural lands begin at the foothills 
of the Rockies and extend cast over 800 miles 
to sh£ty mil** below Red River, with a width of 
fifteen To Tofty miles. The soil generally is a rich 
loam, with clay or 11 mas tone bottom. The cli¬ 
mate l« better than In the Saskatchewan valley, 
due. no doubt, to the two mountain passes of 
the Pine and Peace Rivers being dose together 
and the mountains from the Rockies to the Coast 
more detached than thoae farther south, allow¬ 
ing the warm wind* of the Pacific to reach the 
prairies without becoming chilled as they do In 
the Saskatchewan country. 

The south side of the river Is the more heavily 
wooded. Prom the foothills the prairie is not 
extensive until the mouth of the Smoky River 
is reached, but from that point to beyond Cedotte 
River fine open stretches are frequent. Prom a 
little below the Cedotte to Port Vermilion the 
country Is largely wooded Prom Port Vermilion 
to a point a few miles below Red River another 
considerable tract of prairie is encountered. Most 
of the land is good, whether prairie .or wooded. 

On the north side of the foothills as far as 
"^bunvegan the country is fairly open, particularly 
about Halfway River, and from Dunvegan to Port 
Vermilion prairies extend most of the way. some 
along the banks of the Peace, some back from 
the liver. There is also a very fine section a 
few miles up the Battle River. 

Behind Port Vermilion for almost eighty mile* 
mrth Use one of the choicest stretches of. ranch¬ 
ing country Imaginable The water everywhere 1* 
free from alkali and good, thousands of tons of 


hay might be W and the prairies are covered 
with wild pea vine and rich grass. Agalu, In the 
- vicinity of Port Vermilion and at the Red River, 
fifty miles below, the oouutry is admirably adapted 
for farming At Red River, over a solid bed of 
limestone, the soli la deep and black. 

Pine timber Is obtainable almost anywhere In 
the Peace volley—-on the points of the river, on 
the Islands or on the uplands/ 

Besides the break in navigation on the main 
river where the Red River enters, another rapid 
below obstructs the main channel, but a second 
channel, deep and navigable, runs behind a large 
island in the stream In tfcrf rocks on both tides 
of the river at this point many veins of gypsum

Half a mile be l ow Vermilion la Peace Point, au 
ideal locaUon for a farm From the river bank 
• beautiful prairie rune- back- for.a*short d i s ta n c e 
Then a grassy MU- or terrace rises at a steep In¬ 
cline perhaps 150 feet, the level ground at the 
top not more t h*n thirty or forty feet wide 
Then comes another slope with a rich prairie 
stretching far back from the crest. 

A striking thing about this ridge Is a num¬ 
ber of circular holes, -twentyieet or so In diameter 
and twelve to fifteen feet deep, which look as 
if they had been dug as a meeoure of defence 
in some prehistoric period, and certainly no 
better site could have been choaen v 

To return to my personal adventures In pursu¬ 
ance of my plan to descend the Mackenxie. shortly 
after the Spring of 1868 opened 1 decided to run 
down the small river leading from Moberly Lake, 
my headquarters for three years, to Peace* River 
The Indians warned me that it W** Impossible, 
owing to the rapids There appeared no other 
way of getting my canoe on the Peace, how¬ 
ever. so I started I certainly had a time of It. 
but. being a good Judge of water and well up 
in the management of a canoe, came through 
aafely. 

I continued on downstream slowly, frequently 
remaining for stretches of two or three week* 

in a place 16 kufiT " --- : 

A little below Cedotte River I camped on an 
island and toward evening paddled upstream on 
the chance of getting a shot at a beaver I noticed 
•two mooae enter the water on the opposite shore. 

I crossed the river and. whan they came in. 
secured both of them I had just begun to akin 
one when a third apprjoached the water a little 
below me 1 stalked him also I thus had a 
cow. her yearling and a two-year-old bull As 
it waa growing dark. I merely removed the entrails 
and returned to camp 

On starting next morning at daybreak 1 again 
saw three moose in the water—a com, a large bull 
and a three-year-otrt btttt. I kept the oppoaua 
shore until above them, then bagged all three 
The files were terrible, which made the animal* 
take the water ' ___ 

Having so much meat on hand. I determined 
to dry it and remain in the vicinity for the Winter 
Meanwhile I built a eomfortAbla-aback. Thla work 
done, I. decided, to go back as far as Port St. John 
and hunt bear for a idpply of grease I reached 
St John about the end of July when tt» ber- 
riea were ripe and the bears fat and went into 
camp about five mile# below the fort, i re¬ 
mained th fee weeks, in the course of which I 
killed sixteen black and brown bear*...and seven 
gnashes 

On my way down the river I shot four more 
black bean but on reaching home found that 
my entire cache of dried meat, as if 4n reprisal, 
had been devoured by bears. Thla did not trouble 
me greatly, however, as I had my gun and the 
country was full of game. 

I now busied mjaelf lu putting the shanty In 
order for the Winter, but took time occasionally 
to indulge in a hunt for freah meat _Ihl* place 
is marked on the map as Moberly* House." 
and I often wonder If any of the iogs still re- 
■fnatn ft was the- first i.uuu tq be built between. 
Dun vegan and Battle River. 

The snow waa quite deep until a little paat 
New Year of the Winter 1M8-G8 On January 13. 

13 and 14 a warm Chinook wind, with occasional 
rain, carried most of it off. Clear, calm, cold 
weather followed for five weeks, no enow fall ansi . 
tifrO Inrltanx who gmi 

ing the three day* of warmer weather suffered 
The air waa so still and sound and scent traveled 
ao far that It waa impossible to get within gun- 
$hotofa Her animat I bad been fortunate enough 
to kill six moose during that Interval and. as I 
did not, require all of this meat. I gave five of 
the carcases to a band of Beaver Indians in camp 
a lew III 111 I TOTITIW Jtflfl IP thanklttl 
to get them. 

Martens and foxes were scarce that Winter 
xind I did not secure many furs, but with the 
arrtval of open water I got 133 beavers and two 
otters. • • . 

The following Summer 2 spent hunting up 
ana down the Peace River, until In the middle 
pf September, the files being gone. I started 
downstream with the intention of Wintering 
somewhere on the Mackenxie On arriving at Fort 
Chlppewyan I found the chief factor away with 
the brigade to Norway House and hie wife very 
unwell, with no one to look after her. I there¬ 
fore remained until his return. The season being 
now far advanced, the officer persuaded me to 
postpone my departure, and I took temporary em¬ 
ployment to oversee the work of the post and 
of the other employees' about the place 

The Athabasca district extended 300 miles up 
the Peace River to Port Vermilion, taking In the 
Red River post, then down the 81sve. the con¬ 
tinuation of the Peace below . Lake Athabasca. 
110 miles to Port Smith. At the east end of 
Lake Athabasca was another post. Pond du Lac. 
and 180 mllea up the Athabasca River still 
another, established for the Hudson's Bay Oom- 
puny by myself Thu I named Port McMurray 
» after a chief factor who waa one of my oldest 
friends. 

Port Chlppewyan. head poet of the Athabasca 
dUUkrt. stands on a sbort channel connecting at 
the west end of Lake Athabasca with a second, 
much smaller lake It is prettily situated on a 
gentle rise above the water, the houses well-built 
and whitewashed, set In antorderly row. with the 
Church Mission Society a chapel at one end and 
the unpretentious dwelling* of the officer in 
charge and hU clerks and the large stores of tha 


company at the other, giving It the appearance 
of a small village. 

On a high point a quarter of a mile beyond, 
at the west end of the channel and overlooking 
the small lake, Is the Roman Catholic Mission 
This, also, viewed from the water on the east, 
with 1U handsome chapel, nuns' residence, priests' 
dwelling, stores and outbuildings. U a picturesque 
establishment. At that time the Miseion wae In 
charge of Rev. Father Pascal, later Bishop of 
Saskatchewan and resident in Print* Albert. 

The Indians trading at this post were, with 
few exceptions. Roman Catholics, and I must say 
that in all my experience I never saw natives 
better behaved or more sincerely religious, or by 
whom their priest was more l o ved and respected. 
Many of their children attended the school taught 
by the Sisters of Charity, where the instruction 
included reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic. 

a treat for us to visit the Mission and we were 
always hospitably received, the Outers delighting 
to hav* their pupils sing, p lay t he organ or recite 
for their guests The children were clean and 
well dressed, which was by no means the case 
before they went to the school. The Slaters each 
year cultivated a fine garden of vegetables, nor 
did they forget their feminine love fer flowers, 
which they grew m great variety and profusion 

In the Spring of 1870 I was persuaded once 
more by the chief factor to abandon my pur- 
• pose Of starting* again for the North and toSe¬ 
en ter the Hudson's Bay Company's service—thl# 
time to .establish a poet at the foot of the rap I da 
on the Atbabaeca as a terminus tor a proposed 
#tegmboar route Commencing at the new poet, 
this route was to follow the Athabasca Rivet 
180 miles to Its outlet in the lake, cross Lake 
Athabasca, descend the Slave River 110 mllea to 
Fort Smith, and ascend the Peace 320 miles to 
Red River, its tributary Here, as 1 have pre¬ 
viously mentioned rapids intervened, opposing 
mix obstacle to further navigation 

The ice having Cleared. I left Fort Chlppewyan 
on May 11 with two boat* and their crews and 
five men who were to remain with me for the 
Summer. A bl iz za rd the last three days of the 
trip made trevellng anything but pleasant, but. 
as the wthd was fair, we carried on and landed 
In a foot of snow, at the mouth of the Clearwater 
River 

I chow « site for the fort In a thick poplar 
wood and. the weather having turned fine, we 
began clearing the ground. 1 was surprised tb 
discover during this operation evidences of a 
previous poet on this identical spot Inquiry dis¬ 
closed the fact that, eighty-six years before, this 
forgotten poet had been abandoned in conse¬ 
quence of the death from smallpox of almost 
ail the Indiana in the locality. 

Two of my first tasks, while the labor of the 
boat crew* was available, were squaring logs for 
the houses and the planting of a garden These 


crews would await the arslval of the brigade from 
Chlppewyan and were with me until the last day 
of May 

I set the men to work and we built, this 
first Summer, s temporary house for myself, a 
good atorw. men's bouse and carpenter shop, in 
the ensuing Winter we had logs squared, boards 
sawn and everything In readiness to put up a 
good officer*' house oa soon aa warm weather ar¬ 
rived. 

.When the brigade passed south In the Spring 
our furs were shipped and I sent my men to 
Chlppewyan for supplies. 

I was rather surprised when, in that Spring 
of 1871, Dutch Henry—I never learned his real 
name —Jeal o usl y guarding * small pack ot lure, 
turned up at Fort McMurray on his way to Lac 
la Blebe. v Dutch Henry was something of a char¬ 
acter. He bad drifted into tha Peace River .jeoun- 
*try Two years be fore and at odd' times' had kratkM 
for the Iceman Catholic' Missions and for The 
traders. HA also trapped a little occasionally. He 
waa a short, stumpy man with a small, pug nose 
in aground, pink face, down the sides of which 
straggled a thin growth of sandy hair. 

_ In Bummer he traveled In a canoe, with a 

big. Intelligent dogwhlehfce had educated to haul 
the boat by the tracking line when condition* 
permitted When the, Wind was fair, he hoisted 
a sail: when It was ahead', he went ashore and 
camped until it changed. H« was fond of pro¬ 
claiming that heTvad been head co a c h man and a 
great personal friend of tha King of Bavaria and 
the Crown Prince, and that they bed both come 
to the boat to ahake hands with him when he left 
Oermany and tell him to oome back soon. Now 
you have a picture of Dutch Henry* 

The Athabaara waa In flood and it would have 
been difficult for anyone to make his way past 
the rapid* extending for eighty-five miles above 
the fort, ao I told Dutch Henry he might remain 
at tha post until the water had subsided He 
stowed Ms fur* carefufty away under the counter 
in 'the store and proceeded to make himself at 
home. ‘ 4 ^ 

It waa a. Sunday, a hot. sultry day. and the 
mosquitoes and bulldogs were ferocious 1 wished 
to cross to my garden on an island opposite the 
poet, but before doing so made s smudge for the 
horses Then I paddled over 

I had been working In the garden only a few 
minutes when a small whirlwind swept past me 
I paid it no particular attention but continued 
weeding, until a loud explosion startled me and. 
looking up. I saw a thick column of smoke ris¬ 
ing above the post. I Jumped into the canoe 
and hurried back 

I was climbing the bank when Dutch Henry, 
his precious bundle of furs uudar his arm. tege 
past me I did not stop of speak to him. fbr the 
store was In names and I saw that nothing could 
save it. 


Tl#v wind now blew, a gale and I waa alone, 
my n 0 en. as already mentioned, having gone to 
Chjfjfwwyan for supplies. Everything about the 
place was as dry as tinder and for Jour hours 
the only stops 1 made In my frantic efforts to 
stamp out the fires which started In all direc¬ 
tions were to get my breath, mop my bipw and 
swear at Dutch Henry for his failure to come 
toeny aid. 

At length the fires were under Control and I 
started for the river for a pall of water to drown 
my thirst. In passing a clump of willows near 
the bank, an anguished groan from It* depths 
reached my ears. I turned aside and peered in 
And here I discovered Dutch Henry. 

He was a weird Right His hair, eyebrows and 
whisker* were gohe. hi# eyes tight closed and Ms 
round, pink face swollen, out of sli semblance 
to that of a human being ' His nose, though short, 
was SUB visible—• .mail red ball Just dtwWfniWe 
in the middle of hi* bulging. Cheeks, t Y - 

I don’t believe I am callous; I sincerely pitied 
him. but—I couldn't help it—I howled. Hla ap¬ 
pearance yras too comical. It would have made 
a mummy laugh. 

I led Kim to tha house and did what was 

In my power to alleviate hla sufferinga, but ten 
days bad passed before he could use his eyes 
or get about again What had happened was 4 

thla: 

■ The , store had been • temporaril y rooted with 
pine bark. When the whirlwind passed, it caught 
up a live Coal and dropped It on the roof. A 
few days before I had knocked In the bead of 
a keg of gunpowder and. so UiM It should be 
out of the way of danger from the pipes of my 
customfrs. carried. It to the loft over the store 
and placed it under the roof Dutch Henry, of 
course, knew nothing about this keg of powder.

The coal was burning into the roof and Dutch 
Henry, chancing to look up. noticed It.* He ran 
for a ladder, -placed it against the eaves and. 
in his hand s rope attached to a pall of water 
on tha grpund. mounted He was crawling to¬ 
ward the danger spot and on the point of hauling 
up the pall when the coal burned through and 
dropped Into the loft below 

At that instant, with a stunning roar, the 
roof beneath the astounded German bulged up¬ 
ward and yawned wide giving him a fleeung 
glimpse of the infernal regions, then, as he told 
me afterward.' amidst s sea of fire, smoke and 
hurtling rafters, he was. he believed, sailing on 
and on through Infinite space 

However. Dutch Henry eventually, of course, 
reached the ground somewhere in the vicinity 
and. remembering his treasured furs, rushed into 
the store for the cherished bundle His seared 
fare had not yet had time to swell; he could 
■till a0e He *was racing for the river to plunge 
hie tortured feature* u» the cool water when l 
met him.

Veteran Mail Pilot Who'Has Flown Distance Equal to Twenty Times Around World 
Tells of Dangers Braved By Fliers to “Get the Mail Through At Any Cost” 


New York. Dec. IB—Death ridea the 
air lanes where the airmail wings its 
way. His fingers clutch from the fog. 
the storm*, the lightning, the lee 
clouds. His score is forty-nine of the 
finest' pilots America ha* trained in 
this new science of riding the skies. 

But the times he has clutched at 
empty air are legion, for the daring 
youths who fly the skies have learned 
- through grim experience, to outwit that* 
>foe and outguess hla moods. 

Battling the fog*, the storms and the 
Ice has become their business. Squeez¬ 
ing ttteir plane* between., clouds and 
mountains tops, riding high, or roaring 
valleys between the hUla, «r« all 
part of tha day * wort 

Danger rides with them- Gambling 
with death la the spice which seasons 
the monotony of the long rides alone 
through the skies, under Maxing suns, 
through blanket-llke fogs, or riding 
high above the beacon lights which 
pick out t he coq cpf at aigh u .- -- 

7 The Story of their brushes with death 
and the high degree of courage with 
which they battle their old-time foe is 
almost an epic And the story of Major 
Wesley L. Smith, one of the 'original 
airmail flyers and now superintendent 
M |Bt awtern division of Nat tonal Air 
Transport Con pan! 11 typical ai Them 
all. He »Tln charge of airmail opera¬ 
tions on the New York-Chicago division 
of the transcontinental airmail route. 
His headquarters are at Cleveland. O. 

IN THE \IR 5.0M HOURS 

, Smith is a war-trained pilot, a vet¬ 
eran of 5.000 hours In the air. during 
which he ha* flown the equivalent of 
twenty times the distance around the 
world. 

For eight years he flew tha fUr-mall. 
firat on the original New York-Wash¬ 
ington route and then on the “hell- 
stretch” over the Pennsylvania moun¬ 
tain leg of the transcontinental route, 
the worst stretch of flying country in 
the United 8 tat«*. Still flieg It. In fact. 
If the emergency arises and he U 
needed 

• He has crashed hi* plane on moun¬ 
tain tops, fought through the ice 
clouds to the dear air above where the 
sta?a kept him company; fought fire 
more than a mile high and brought 
hja ship down safely—and lives to tell 
the story. A tale the flctloniau 
couldn't imagine If they tried, yet a 
true tale of the dangers and the hero¬ 
ism of the men who fly the airmail

That waa in the days of the original 
New York-Washington airmail route. 
He had left .the Belmont PaTk. N.Y., 
terminal headed for Washington, with 
bad weather abead. planning to follow 
the Long Island shore, hop the bay 
vo tha Jersey coast and then strike 
inland to Washington. - « 


1 } was hla first experience with bad 
weather flying. He set his ship on 1U 
course, plowing through fog banks and 
i-howerm of rain When he had been 
on hla way thirty minutes, he looked 
below hoping to sight'the bay. There 
was nothing below but fog. 

Then housetop* and church spires 
began to flash by. too close below for 
comfort or safety. He was off his 
course, flying over the housetops of 
Brooklyn. 

'There-nothing to do but plunge 

on. dodging the high buildings If 1 

could," Smith says. “Luck was #lth 



Bgkidee the store, the squared logs I had 
ready for the new house were destroyed To 
reconstruct the store and finish the other build¬ 
ings kept me fully occupied the remainder of 
that Summer and the following Winter, but by 
next Spring all was completed and we bad a com¬ 
fortable post 

.The country about Port McMurray was rfch 
In both game and fur-bearing animals, snd I 
hunted quite often, chiefly for beaver, of which 
I killed a large number. One night I set two traps 
for foxes and next morning, to my surprise, 
found a silver fox in each, a thing I never knew 
happen before or since 

Port McMurray occupies a flat about a mile 
long and in places a quarter wide, the upper 
part prairie the rest covered with poplar and a 
few Jackpine. The soil Is a rich, loose loam on 
solid li me s t one. Almost any vegetable that grows 
along the Saskatchewan may be raised, but^ apart 
from this flat, the country !* hoi adapted for 
farming. The hills surrounding the flat of* 
■even to eight hundred feet high ind at the top 
muskegs stretch for miles. 

Down the Clearwater, .the tributary of the 
Athabasca, at the, forks of which is Port Mc- 
MuiToy. from Portage la feoetoe. at Its hea d , tor 
eighty or ninety mllee. and for an equal distance 
down the Athabasca, tar oil ooaes from Ibe banks 
Along the shores, in cold weather. It la hard 
^u}d look* like grey rook. On warm days It ba- 
comei soft and might be cut with a knife. At 
-*a few. places the tor flows quite freely and the j 
Hudson's Bay Company collected all they re- ' 
qulred for their boat* in the north. The crude 
product Is boiled to evaporate the oil. when it 
becomes the best of tar It is formed from an 
oil running west and north through cool beds. 

At points between McMurray end Chlppewyan 
a limited area of good land may be found, but 
from McMurray along the Clearwater to Portage 
la Loche. non* at all. The valley of this river, 
however, la heavily wooded with spruce timber, 
but once on the hills the country is muskeg 
‘ everlasting and eternal” on both aides for miles. 

From McMurray up the main stream of the 
Athabasca for eighty-five miles the current Is 
extremely swift and broken by rapids, some of 
them difficult. The river flow* almost dua east 
to the poet and then turns suddenly north, the 
Clearwater coming in almost due east, with two 
islands of solid limestone at the mouth These 
Islands formed, at that time, three channels, 
though this feature become changed In the Spring 
of 1875 in a manner to be told later. 

Some fifteen miles southeast of the post and 
almost on the surface. I discovered a bed of 
salt

Such “blind” flying la part of tha 
airmail pilot’s business to-day. He will 
battle fog and storms for hours on hla 
course. If only he Is assured of an even 
chance to land hla plana at the end of 
the Journey. 

Their instrument* keep them flying 
level and at a safe altitude, even 
though the fogs hem them In like a 
blanket. Sometime* they find their 
way home by the amelia of the towns 
they are headed for. Many an airmail 
pilot has found the Chicago field by 
the smelj of the stockyard*. They know 
by the pungent odor of the oil refiner¬ 
ies when they are passing Baltimore.

The plant * supplies of water and salt# enter 
freely without any special organ for their re¬ 
ception Its spores are produced within the aub- 
stance of the fronds in special receptacles along 
grooves which resemble the veins in ordinary 
leaves It 1* one of our simplest liverworts Others 
are quit# unlike in appearance resembling mosses 
and. indeed, easily mistaken for them or looking 
like miniature palm trees rising from verdant 
carpets

I N a prefatory note to 'The Early Life of 
Thomas Hardy. 1840-1891." Mrs Hardy tell* us

But. later, after the publication of many er¬ 
roneous statements aa to bis experiences and the 
appearance of a so-called "Life" published aa au*- 
tboNtatlve, hla hand waa forced He began to 
put on paper headings of chapters and memories 
of hi* early days, "also communicating many 
particulars by word of mouth from time to lime " 
And from these memoranda, note, jotting* and 
conversations, together with various letter*. Mr* 
Hardy has compiled her biography, which, alte.r 
' all. la hardly a biography Rather Is it a record

No element of personal bias is allowed to 
mar the clear etching of a faithful portrait. 
And to the reading public tp x whom the work

dally life 

Most of us * know that Hardy dime of in 
ancient family which, like hia own d'UrtjenMlfc*.
